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VINSON BURIED 
AT HOMETOWN 
OF LOUISA IITH 

Neighbors & Nation’s 
Great Mingle and Pay 
Respects At Last Rites 

Just two years and two months 
a^o, on July 11, 1951, the charm¬ 
ing, hospitable little city of Lou¬ 
isa was host to a crowded gath¬ 
ering, including chief figures in 
the government of state and na¬ 
tion. The occasion then was the 
unveiling of a plaque honoring 
^r greatest native son, Chief 
.nistice Fred M. Vinson. 

Last Friday an even larger 
crowd assembled. There were 
home folks and visitors from all 
parts of Kentucky and from all 
walks of life, as well as dis- 
tiguished public figures in state 
and national affairs. 

But instead of the gala holiday 
air of that day in 1951, there 
was a spirit of silent sorrow and 
reverence for the beloved dead 
They had come to the Louisa 
Methodist Church for the last 
rites of Chief Justice Vinson. 

Those within the church and 
those without, for the church 
could accommodate only a small 
p>ortion of the crowd, listened to 
the simple, impressive words of 
the church’s pastor. Rev. Charles 
Perry, as he spoke from his text, 
Joshua 1:2— 

“Moses, my servant is dead; 
now therefore, arise, go over this 
Jordan, thou and all thy people 
unto the land which 1 do give 
them.” 

Urging that all of us need that 
direction to the people, the jws- 
tor listed the many high services 
to his nation that Mr. Vinson had 
given without stint. He declared 
that his life should be an inspir¬ 
ation and an example to all to 
follow in the paths of unselfish 
service. 

Tha* mes.sage, with a prayer 
and music from the church’s 
choir, constituted the service at 
the church. The funeral proces¬ 
sion was then formed and wound 
its way around the hill back of 
the city to the beautiful ceme¬ 
tery. There the final buiial serv¬ 
ice was conducted by Rev. Mr. 
Perry. 

All day the crowd had been 
forming. Among the first to ar¬ 
rive were the Justices of the Su¬ 
preme Court. They came on a 
special C. ti O. train which ar¬ 
rived with the body about 7 a.m. 
All were present except Justice 
Frankfurter, who had attended 
the formal rites at the Washing¬ 
ton Cathedral, but was unable to 
come to Louisa. Ser\’ing as hon¬ 
orary ballbearers were Justices 
Clark, Burton. Reed, Minton, 
Black, Douglas and Jackson. 

From 8:30 until 1:30, sorrowing 
friends filed past the bier at the 
Curtright Funeral Home, impress¬ 
ing upon their memories the be¬ 
loved features of the Kentuckian 
and the .\merican who brought 
so much .honor to his birthplace 
and to his people. 

The immediate family, M r s. 
Vinson, her eldest son Fred Vin¬ 
son, Jr., the younger son, James 
Robert Vinson and Mrs. Vinson, 
were accompanied by former 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn, one 
of Vinson’s closest friends, Mrs. 
Fred Dixon of Ashland, Mrs. Vin¬ 
son’s sister-in-law, M r s. Paul 
Blazer of Ashland and other close 
friends. 

Center section of the church 
was filled with other close rela¬ 
tives of the family. 

Delegations from bar associa¬ 
tions and other organizations, 
who came in a body to honor the 
memory of the Chief Justice, oc-

Forty nine years ago Valentine 
Yates, who married a sister to 
L. C. Elam and Tom Elam left 
White Oak and went to Pearl, 
Texas. Later he went to Dallas 
where he now lives. He recently 
visited his nephew Nick Elam at 
Dayton, Ohio, and they came to 
West Liberty after a visit with 
Mr. and Mrs. Mearil McGuire at 
Malone. He was married in 1884 
and the minister was Raney Max- 
ey. He recalled making trips 
hauling goods from Morehead 
and taking three days to make 
the round journey. 

The last time he stopped in 
Morehead he was at Smith Ad¬ 
ams, who had been a captain in 
the Civil War. He remembered 
the Toliver feud at Morehead 
about that time and the bullet 
holes from one of the battles in 
the old hotel. On one trip he 
could not get through for high 
water and stopped at Milt Cox’s 
at Lick Fork. 

He has three children: a daugh¬ 
ter, Mrs. Laney McGee, and two 
sons, Frank and Bemie of Breck- 
enrtdge, Texas. They were small 
children when he left and Bill 
Elam of Florress took his family 
in a wagon to Morehead where 
they boarded a train. He said he

The Legislative Research Commission’s report 
on what more than five thousand citizens of 
Kentucky think about 175 factual and opinion 
questions under direction of Dr. A. Y. Lloyd is 
one of the most important and far reaching 
studies that has been made on education in Ken¬ 
tucky. It certainly proves that the people art- 
interested in their schools and are facing the 
problems and feel that something must done. 

Six out of ten people think .« good school 
program should have education for kindergarten

It will provide the 1954 General Assembly of 
Kentucky with information and a vast amount 
of data necessar>- to formulate a progrm for 
better schools in every sch.'wl in Kentucky. 

Ever>- citizen should read this report. It should 
be discussed by parents in every school in all the 
state. Every citizen in the most favored city or 
hamlet, where their opportunities and wealth 
give them better schools than in the poorer and 
less favored sections, should be willing, as Ken¬ 
tuckians, as Americans, to join in helping to 
make better schools and a greater Kentucky.

There 's 
danger in hunting. Be careful in handling your 
gun. Crossing fences or logs or getting tangled 
in vines and falling may accidentally discharge 
your gun. Take no chances. Do not shoot at 
just a moving bush or leaves Know what you 
are shooting at and be sure that another hunter 
is not in the line of your fire.

IIA.AIMON FAMILY 

(By Georgia Franklin Taylor) 

In 1791 the Hammons with 
some other families came to East¬ 
ern Kentucky from Virginia. They 
came to a place one-half mile 
below the mouth of John’s Creek 
in whit later became Floyd 
county and built two block¬ 
houses. 

John Hammon, the ancestor of 
the Morgan county Hammons, 
was seven years old when he 
came to Kentucky. He was borif 
in 1784. We know the date of 
his birth from the census report 
of Morgan county for 1850 which 
gives his age as 66 and shows 
that he was born in Virginia. 
John was the son of Phillip Ham¬ 
mon of Albemarle county, Vir¬ 
ginia. Phillip Hammon fought in 
the Revolution and his father was 
William Hammon. John Hammon 
married Margaret Evans who was 
born in Morgantown, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, daughter of Thomas and 
Catherine Evans. The 1850 census 
of Morgan county gives Margar¬ 
et’s age as 62. She died in Mor¬ 
gan county in 1855. The tax list 
of 1789 for Kentucky shows Thos. 
Evans living in Fayette county. 

John Hammon and Margaret 
Evans were married m 1803 or 
1804. No record of their marriage 
has been found since most of the 
Floyd county records up to 1808 
were destroyed when the court 
house burned at that date. Their 
first child Mary (Polly) was born 
in 1805. 

John Hammon was sworn in as 
a magistrate in 1808. He moved 
to what later became Morgan 
county, in 1809. The following is 
from the minute books of the 
South Fork church at Malone, 
Morgan county, Kentucky: 

Second Saturday June 1809 

Church met. After singing and 
prayer chose Bro. William Wells 
moderator and proceeded to busi¬ 
ness. Bro. John and Sister Nan 
McGuire received by letter. Sister 
Sary Lacy received by letter. 
BRO. JOHN AND SISTER MAR¬ 
GOT HAMMON received by let¬ 
ter. 

In 1822 when Morgan county 
w’as formed from parts of Floyd 
and Bath counties John Hammon 
was one of the twelve magistrates 
apjjointed by Gov. Adair for the 
new county. 

The 1850 Morgan county census 
shows that he was the second 
largest landowner in the county 
at that time. His real estate was 
valued at $4000.00. He was also 
a slave holder. When he died in 
1854 he loft no will and conse¬ 
quently the settlement of his 
estate was a long d-awn out af¬ 
fair. The writer has in her jjos- 
session a paper showing the 
amount of money in the hands of 
the administrator of the estate 
fourteen years after John Ham- 
mon’s death. The amount was 
approximately $5000.00, part of 
which came from the sale of a 
few of his slaVes and part from 
the sale of land. One slave named 
Dan was sold for $1060.00, anoth¬ 
er named Allen brought $1007.00. 
Clary was sold for $500.00. Lu¬ 
cinda for $478.00. 

The writer’s great-grandfather, 
Martin Franklin, married Eliza 


Hammon, daughter of John and 
Margaret Hammon. Many deeds 
and papers concerning the Ham¬ 
mon and Franklin families, dating 
from 1858 are in the possession 
of the writer. Also the Family 
Bible of Martin Franklin, which 
was published in New York City 
in 1845. One paper dated March 
22, 1867 which has some bearing 
on the settlement of the estate 
reads as follows; 

Received of Martin Franklin 
fifty dollars in full of my interest 
as one of the heirs of John Ham¬ 
mon, deceased, growing out of 
the interest of Wiley Hammon, in 
the land of his deceased father, 
John Hammon. The said Wiley 
Hammon having never called for 
his Interest in said land and its 
not known whether he is dead or 
alive and there being now in the 
Morgan Circuit Court a suit for 
the distribution of said Wiley 
Hammon’s interest in his father’s 
land among the heirs of said John 
Hammon and I bind myself and 
heirs to refund to said Martin 
Franklin the fifty dollars with 
interest from this date in the 
event the said Wiley Hammon 
or anyone else entitled thereto 
should call for and demand his 
interest aforesaid in said land. 
This 22nd day of March 1867.
